AH the necessary machinery, which 


is not worth more than $500 tit the out- 
set, IB in readiness to l«gin this over- 
whelming competition with, the Ameri- 
can men. If as mueli snecess attends 
the new venture as is anticipated by Mr, 
Storrcy, tlie contest between the ma- 
chine und the hen for saprf macy in the 
egg producing business will be short, 
with the victory to the credit of the 
former. 


Mr, Storrey's process is very simple, 


and yet he i» prepared to manufactrrre 
an artificial egg that a connoisseur will 
find it diffiurdt to distinguish either in 
appearance or taste from the prime pro- 
duct of a Flynwntb Bock or Leghorn, 


Lime, water, bloed, milk, tallow, pens 


and one or two other vegetables are the 
ingredient* or^nis compound, The shell 
and the yolk will not be difficult of 
mannfactnre. To mute a good imita- 
tion of the "white" of the egg is ths part 
thtit has required the moat ingenuity to 
conquer, but Mr. Storrey has succeeded 
in solving the problem saccessfally.

per cent, ot yellow 1st, 14 per cent, of

Ever;' yolk wUl be first run into a mold 
to be properly shapod, and then (Jumped 
into a second mold, where the right 
quratityof the whits is placwl previously 
This Utter snlisUnce, being a gelatin-i 
like matter, will incnsD the yolk very 
readily. By a unique machine the meat 
is thero onveJoped in Wie shell. 


The shell is only partially hardenetl 


when the egg is put into It, and as there 
is a liberal ("nount of glue added to the 
lime, the edges of the shell soon adhere 
to each other very tightly, leaving no 
traceable mark where they were joined. 
la order to make the imitation more 
completely successful, molds ol several 
giises will be introduced, making the 
eggs vary in bulk as do the products of 
any respectable flock of hens. The cok- 
of the shell will also be of two or thr > 
shades, rendering the likeness to the 
original still more striking. 


Teats have been made which show 


that the nrHlciol egg can be preserved 
tor a month under proper conditions, 
and still taste as f nan as one laid by an 
ordinary hen.

this reform egg are exceedingly cheap, 
it can be rnaimfactured at UK rate, of 
about three cents a dozen.

A meeting ot the Lincoln Mcuumeot 


Association was held yesterday al erooott 
at the office of Senator John M P&lnwt. 
The meeting was called to consider the 
bill introduced into the Bouse of Repre- 
sentatives January 26 "to appropriate 
annually 31200 for the pay of a custo- 
dian at the Lincoln Monument, and pro- 
hibiting the collection of a tee and the 
sale of books, pictures, eto." 


The National Lincoln Monument Assa* 


cintion was organized m Ma}, 1865,under 
a law governing voluntary societies, ap- 
proved Feb, 24,1S69, The law gave toe 
Association full control of all the prop- 
erty cjonDg into its hands for twenty 
years 
Before the society expired by 


limitation, May, 1885, it was reorganized 
tie the Liuootn Monument Association, 
the word "National" being dropped from 
ite name Ihe luw, approved April 18, 
lt>72, andur which the Association wu 
reorganized, was a more at no gent on*, 
and gave it absolute control of the prop- 
erty m its bands for ninety nine jears. '' 
In view of the method ot ita organiza- 
tion, it is claimed that any law intended 
to take the monument out ot the handa 
of the association and place it under 
State control la unconstitutional. The 
bill la vigorously opposed by eomeot the 
members ot the OBBOCiation. They pomt 
to the fact that visitors are charged « («• 
at Banker Hill, at Garfield's Monument 
and at the Tomb of Washington »t 
Mount Teraon, tod claim that the tee 
charged excludes only objectionable p*r- 
ecne, prevents vandeJiam, and Uwt the 
monument and ita tremre will be better 
cared tor by the aaeociatuw then they 
conld be by » cbangingwud poituan leg- 
islature. 
Before edjouruin^ a eommittee, with 
Senator Palmer as chairman, wv0 ap- 
ppiottd to confer with the Senate MM 
House committees having the bill in 
charge. A joint meeting of the ootnmit*
